Office Opened For 
Huge Dam Project 


U.S. Army Engineers On Job To Direct Work 
On Multi-Million Dollar Project Here 


U.S. Army engineers has 


established an office at 2528 


Electric avenue to formally begin construction of the multi- 
million dollar flood control dam across San Antonio canyon. 
While preliminary work has been started on the project, 
the establishment of a field office here marks the arrival of 
federal engineers to be on the job to supervise the gigantic 


enterprise. 

Several years will be requirec 
in the construction and from time 
to time various sub-contracts will 
be let for different phases of the 
work. One of the first steps is 
clearing of the site: Several 
houses. have been vacated anc 
they will be moved away. The 
home: of R. O. Wilson is being 
used by the army engineers as 
headquarters and Mr. Heinmiller 
is the resident engineer. 

Removal of the Los Angeles 
city power’ line across the dam 
site will be started at an early 
date. City of Upland reservoir 
will also be relocated as one of 
the first steps. 

Estimates on the cost of. »the 
project have been as high as $13,- 
000,000 although the expenditures 
are unknown due to the uncertain- 
ty. of contract. figures. Hundreds 
of men. will be employed ‘on the 
aroject. 

Siteof. the dam is~ klong the 
présent ‘path of the Los Angeles 
city: power line which. extends 
across the canyon in its route 
from Hoover. dam. The power 
line will be moved further north. 
Construction of the dam ~— will 
change the canyon view and ‘a

freeway. Likewise, motorists on 
the freeway wanting to get onto 
Euclid will leave the route and: 
circle around to get into the local 
traffic route. 

Such an interchange will be 
only at Euclid and Archibald ave- , 
nues. Modified exit and entrance 
lanes will be at Mountain avenue. 

Actual work on the freeway 
construction was started a week 
ago and a busy schedule will be in 
effect until the project is com- 
pleted in a few months. 

A year from now actual work is 
planned for the freeway itself. 
The contract this year is only for 
the “bridges” at the intersections 
through here. 

When completed the freeway 
will be like a trench 200 feet 
wide at the top and at the bottom 
20-feet below will be a right-of- 
way wide enough for six lanes 
of traffic. An island will divide 
the east and west-bound traffic. 
Only two lanes for traffic each 
way will be surfaced in the 1953 
program with the wider strip be-

Today in 1952, the “new-ness” 
of our community is easily com- 
prehended when one thinks back 
to the year 1880. 

At that time, this part of Cal- 
ifornia was an absolute wilder- 
ness. Upland was unheard of, 
the foothills, where now we see 
towns and villages, citrus 
and deciduous ranches, were COv- 
ered with trees of various kinds; 
the only life visible were roving 
bands of Cucamonga (idieeel 
herds of deer, and the trails of | 
coyotes and jack rabbits as they 
sped through the underbrush. * 

But in 1882 the Chaffey brothers 
engineers from Canada, saw the

Library Started 

A Woman’s Study club had been 
formed (and still is in a flourish- 
ing condition) and the beginnings 
of a public library had been made 
to meet the desires of the people 
for more cultural facilities. In 
1912, rented rooms in a store were | 
used for this purpose and a col- | 
lection of 1200 books had been 
gathered together for circulation.

1,000 People In 


Upland In 1904 


In 1904, Upland had about 1000 
people and the future was bright, 
according to a description of the 
community given at that time. 

“Phe town of Upland was ori- 
ginally the Magnolia tract, laid 
out by the Bedford brothers in 
the eighties,” reads a notice of 
years ago, in which is given the 
history of the town up to that 
time “A station of the Southern 
California Railway was located 
here and a settlement grew up 
about it. The Bedford brothers 
erected a hotel, Magnolia Villa, 
about 1887. The community was 
known as North Ontario until 
1902, when the county board of 
supervisors, in response to a peti- 
tion of the citizens, changed the 
name to Upland. ‘The petition 
was granted March 21, 1902, and 
soon afterward the name of the 
railway station and of the post- 


office was also changed to Up- 
Jand. 

“The settlement is not yet in- | 
corporated but has all the ad- 


vantages of a full fledged town, 


having well graded and_ oiled | 
streets, many of them with ce- 


ment or gravel sidewalks. Euclid 


favenue passes through the town 


thus giving the advantages of the 
street railway.

AT ITS BEST AVAILABLE HERE 


Upland is on parade today. 

That is, Upland’s newspaper, is republishing the Path- 
finder article of August 6 in which the high residential rat- 
ing of this community was reported to the nation. 

Pictures of some of Upland’s attractions, ,statistics and in- 
formation about the community are also included in today’s 
edition. We are mighty proud of Upland for what it is and 
what it has to offer. 

Some people describe Upland as “California at its Best,” 
and we think that phrase is no over-statement. 

Upland's setting is perfect—near the peaceful, protective 
foothills, far enough away trom the Los Angeles metropolitan 
area to be truly a suburban community; yet close enough to 
the city, the beaches and the desert. 

Upland is a “bedroom” community along with being the 
center of a large citrus producing area. By a “bedroom” 
community we mean that a big majority of the families’ in- 
come originates outside Upland. Industries within 20 miles 
from here employ many Uplanders; thus the city derives ad- 
vantages of industry without experiencing the disadvantages. 

As to the citrus industry, it may not be so glowingly profit- 
able as in a former era but Upland ranks at the top as a pro- 
ducer of lemons and as having also some of the better orange 
groves. It is a very, very substantial “way of life.” One 
third of the city’s assessed valuation comes from the citrus 
industry. 

We are very proud of the people who make up the com- 
munity; they are perhaps Upland’s most notable distinc- 
tion. While no survey has ever been made, it is widely recog- 
nized that Upland citizens have a far better-than-average 
scholastic rating. Uplanders are keenly concerned about the 
education of their children and in maintaining wholesome 
surroundings for their young people. 

Economically, the per capita average among Uplanders 
is conceded to be far higher than the average. 

Upland schools and churches are supported generously 
and a wholesome atmosphere pervades the community. 

Upland is a growing community—about a 40 per cent 
increase in population during the 1940-50 decade. While 
it is growing steadily, it is building solidly following a pattern 
of careful zoning. People who want an “estate type’ of home 
may find the choicest locations. and people who want a 
modest house can pick very desirable sites amidst ideal 
surroundings. 

For the “best way of life.” then. .. Upland offers a bright 
future. Yes, California living in its fullest can be enjoyed 
to the limit in this ideal, home community. 


Ideas On Community's Growth 
Are Welcomed -- and Needed 


Ideas as to how this community should grow differ. 
Upland’s population over the years has increased stead- 
ily, yet more slowly than many southland communities. 


Some people here want to see faster development. Others 
are satisfied with a modest growth and even some would 
be very happy if building could be all but shut off. 

Recent developments have centered attention on the 
city planning commission and the city council. Interest is 
high among citizens. That is how it should be. Important 
decisions are to be made and it is timely for all Uplanders to 
be alert and ready to have a part in framing the future pat- 
tern. 

Leon Richardson, West Foothill boulevard, is in favorx of 
a more liberal program and he expressed criticism of the 
“conservative” city planning commissioners when he ap- 
peared at the city council meeting the other night. A few 
weeks ago other people were present to voice support of a 
restricted type of zoning and building. 

As long as the expressions are on a dignified basis, it is 
a healthy situation for citizens to be interested enough to state 
their views. 

The city has built well in the past. Calm, deliberate 
action should result in continued, solid growth. Few people 
here want extreme action. Tight restrictions to limit building 
unreasonably would not produce a well-rounded community. 
Cn the other hand, a wide-open, build-anything-you-want- 
anywhere type of building and zoning program would not 
be acceptable. 

Sometimes extreme views are expressed but when all 
the ideas are made public an open-minded city planning com- 
mission and city council can arrive at a satisfactéry program. 

Public expression is helpful and needed. While every- 
one cannot agree with those who recently expressed con- 
servative views and with those who have expressed extreme 
views, the statements are worthy of consideration. 

Let's hear from the public some more.
